Cranston, the surviving partner of tho firm, 
states that tho suspension was rendered 
necessary from tho inability of tho house to 
realizo on advances made to the Providence 
Tool Company, amounting to about four 
hundred thousand dollars. Tho liabilities 
of the house, he estimates at about Ijjil!?",,- 
000, nnd tho assets, individual and of the 
firm, are placed at §800,000. 


The embarrassments of the Tool Com- 


pany are believed to bo of a temporary char- 
acter. Its paper has not gone to protest, 
nnd there aro strong hopes that the call loan 
due Greene &, Cranston, tho failure to pay 
which upon call was tho immediate cause of 
the suspension of tho banking-houso.will bo 
soon arranged. Tho rumor that tho Tool 
Company's embarrassments 
are duo to a 


difficulty concerning the payment by tho 
Turkish government for guns mannfac. 
tured, is declared to bo without foundation. 
The Providence Journal is officially informed 
that the Ottoman government has every 
Monday paid for tho guns manufactured the 
week before, by accepting tho draft of the 
Tool Company On London bankers, and that 
these drafts have always been promptly 
paid. 


Tho Journal sayu : 
We have received a copy of a circular to 


be issued today by tho Tool Company to its 
creditors, asking nn extension, and setting 
forth tho situation of the company in re- 
spect to its assets, liabilities, nnd contracts 
with tho Turkish government. 
If tho in- 


formation therein given had boon authori- 
tatively mode public two mouths ago, it is 
scarcely possible that oven tho depression of 
the times and the tightening money market 
would have materially diminished their Ji- 
nancial facilities.
